The bomb near Hammarskjold’s 
hotel went off outside Spinney’s 
grocery, which caters to British 
and American residents, just 15 
minutes after the U.N. chief had 
entered the hotel on his arrival 
from conferences with United 
Arab. Republic officials in Cairo. 

President Camille Chamoun told 
Western newsmen he feared a 
major assault by the rebels al- 
legedly armed and organized by 
Syria. 

He said that if the revolt gets

DENIES CHARGE 
Edward Gadsby 


Goldtine 
Paid Bill 
For Judge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Bern- 
ard Goldfine, gift-giving friend of 
Presidential Aide Sherman 
Adams, once paid a $60 hotel bill 
for a federal judge who later sat 
on a case involving a Goldfine 
firm, it was disclosed Tuesday. 

Rep. John B. Bennett (R-Mich.) 
said he had information Goldfine 
entertained Judge William T. Mc- 
Carthy of Boston, both before and 
after the jurist sat on the case. 
Goldfine’s lawyer said the indus- 
trialist paid one hotel bill of $60, 
but no more. 


SHARP FIRE 


The incident was revealed as 
the Securities & Exchange Com- 
mission came under sharp fire 
from congressional investigators 
for dropping criminal prosecution 
of Goldfine’s firm, the East Bos- 
ton Co., and for granting it ‘‘un- 
usual”’ treatment. 

In another development, Sen. 
Wayne Morse (D-Ore.) said he 


would ask the Justice Department 

'to investigate what Morse called 
an “overt violation” of Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) rules by 
former FTC Chairman Edward 
F, Howrey. 


A MISDEMEANOR 


Morse told the Senate Howrey 
was guilty of a misdemeanor for 
giving Goldfine confidential infor- 
mation in an FTC case aginst 
him “at the request of Sherman 
Adams.” The White House has 
denied there was anything illegal 
in the transmission of the infor- 
mation through Adams. 

However, SEC Chairman Ed- 
ward N. Gadsby swore before the 
House influence investigating sub- 
committee that Adams neither 
won—nor sought — any preferred 
treatment for Goldfine in the 
case. He said the same applied 
to Sens. Frederick G. Payne (R-

A guard, Allen C. Eaker, sup- 
posedly was examining the 
trucks before, during and after 
the loading, the director said. 

If an investigation shows Eaker 
was negligent, he faces dismissal, 
Forrester continued. 

Chief prison inspector James L. 
Griffith was dispatched to Bu- 
ford to make a complete investi- 
gation of the escape. 

Forrester said he was not 
immediately able to identify the 
truck driver. He said the driver 
was overcome and ousted not 
far from Buford. 

The truck was found near a 
church on a back road about half- 
way between Buford and Winder.

Court Halts Wolfson from Trading 


In Rising American Motors Stock: 


NEW YORK (AP) — A federal 
court issued an order Tuesday 
temporarily restraining financier 
Louis E. Wolfson from alleged 
manipulation of American Motors 
Corp. common stock. 


U.S. Dist. Judge Frederick Van 
Pelt Bryan also ordered Wolfson, 
one of the principal stockholders, 
to show cause Thursday why a 
preliminary injunction should not 
be issued. 

The restraining order was ob- 
tained by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. 

Wolfson, in a statement issued 
at his Jacksonville, Fla., office 
“categorically’’ denied any fraud 
or manipulation in American Mo- 
tors stock. He called the charges 
“ridiculous.” 

Wolfson said the SEC had ad- 
vised him that in its opinion he is 
in control of American Motors. 

Paul Windels Jr., SEC region- 


al administrator, said the SEC 
charged Wolfson with making pub- 
lie announcements that he was 
continuing with American Motors 


when actually he was liquidating 
his holdings in the company’s 
stock. 


The SEC charged that Wolfson 
and others were engaged in trans- 
actions, practices and course of 
business which operaie as a fraud 
and deceit upon purchasers and 
sellers of American Motors Corp. 
common stock listed upon the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Windels said the temporary re- 
straining order, in effect, forbids 
Wolfson to sell any more stock 
until more facts are known to the 
public. 

Windels reported that Wolfson 
made his announcements last win- 
ter and spring and that thereafter 
the financier and associates went 
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short substantially more than 100,- 
000 shares. | 
The SEC held that Wolfson or | 
his agents caused to be published 
in a newspaper of wide circulation 
information tending to show that 
AMC common stock was fully 
priced on the basis of the com- 
pany’s immediate outlook. It said 
the article said further that Wolf- 
son deems it necessary to with- 
draw from his ownership in AMC 
and is one-fourth the way home 
in disnosing of his shares. 
Windels said Wolfson actually 
had sold or otherwise disposed of 
all his holdings of the stock and 
was in a short position last Fri- 
day when an article in the New 
York Times said he was in the 
process of selling his 400,000 
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pounds ($56,000).

In addition, viruses “‘may be 
highly specific, so specific in fact, 
that a given virus will infect and 
cause disease only in one kind of 
cell in one kind of animal and, 
hence, under many conditions ap- 
pear noninfectious.” 

Viruses have been found to 
cause certain cancers in chickens, 
mice, and rabbits. 

The direct examination of 
human cancer cells may require 
new and different approaches. 
The relationships involved in 
animal, bacterial, and plant vir- 
uses should be examined care- 
fully for biologically similar situa- 
tions which may work in human 
cancer. 

Dr. Stanley said that man has 
in his body many viruses that 
were unknown a few years ago 
and that the effects of many of 
them are not known. Viruses 
can persist in their hosts for gen- 
erations, in either infections or 

non-infectious form. Viruses can 
mutate to form new ‘strains that 
cause different disease systems. 
Further, Stanley said that viruses 
and genes are closely related. |

Fair’s Nude 
Is Real Art, 
Ike Told 


WASHINGTON (#—George V. 
Allen told President Eisenhower 
Tuesday he found nothing objec- 
tionable about an etching of a 
seminude woman displayed in the 
American exhibit at the Brussels 
World’s Fair. 


Allen, chief of the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency, also said he got a 
favorable impression of the exhib- 
it in general. He gave the Presi- 
dent. a report on a study Eisen- 
hower ordered after getting crit- 
icism of some features of the U:S. 
exhibit. 


About the time Allen was re- 
porting, inquiry in art circles 
turned up the fact that the etch- 
ing is a reproduction of a work 
that has been around since the 
16th century, and has been getting 
into history books. 

Allen, just back .from Brus- 
sels, said he recommended some 
changes to broaden the American 
display—changes intended to give 
a more complete picture of the 
U.S. scene. 


Republican congressional lead- 
ers complained to Eisenhower a 
week ago that they were receiv- 
ing criticism from touring consti- 
tuents regarding this country’s ex- 
hibit. One of the leaders said later 
that a principal complaint was 
against a glass etching of a wom- 
an nude to the waist.

He went on to say that the etch- 
ing is in a very inconspicuous 
place in the exhibit. Tourists, on 
entering the American pavilion, 
have to turn around to get a look 
at it, Allen added. 

He said that until all the pub- 
licity developed a few days ago, 
many people working at the fair 
hadn’t even noticed the etching. 

He said the controversial etch- 
ing portrays an early American 
Indian scene. 

‘There is an Indian woman ly- 
ing in a hammock and she is un- 
clad,”” he said. 

“I would not recommend that 
we make any change in that any 
more than I would recommend 
that we make changes in our 
schoolbooks that have thousands 
of etching of this kind,’’ he said.

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This Belated Probe 
Could Rescue State 


Announcement by Sol. Gen. Paul Webb 
of establishment of a special office to 
investigate allegations and admissions of 
wrongdoing in state government will be 
welcomed all over Georgia. 


In view of the fact that Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook’s office has shown a strange 
and unbelievable indifference to such 
charges, there seem’ no agencies other 
than Mr. Webb’s office and the Fulton 
County Grand Jury to protect the inter- 
ests of the people. 

It is certainly within the province of 
Sol. Gen. Webb and the Fulton Grand 
Jury to investigate matters within their 
jurisdiction. It is in their power, too, to 
prosecute law violations within authority 
of Fulton Superior Court. 

The Fulton County Commission has 
allotted $50,000 to finance a thorough 
probe. Endorsed by the Fulton jury and 
the Atlanta Bar Assn., the investigation 
will have full support of local citizens. If 
it results in an end to loose and shady 
practices in operation of certain agencies 
of state government, the investment 
should result in great savings to tax- 
payers. 

Mr. Webb also announces appointment 
of Paul Cadenhead, 32-year-old Atlanta 
lawyer, to head up the probe as assistant 
solicitor general. This youthful attorney 
has a reputation for ability and integrity. 
He has a great opportunity to conduct an 
energetic probe and to perform a public 
service of great magnitude. 


This belated action probably would not 
have been necessary had the attorney 
general’s office shown any inclination or 
desire to get to the bottom of scandals in 
state government. But revelations stretch- 
ing back many months made it incum- 
bent upon Mr. Webb to make some move. 
This he finally has done with the backing 
of the county government. 


It has been difficult to understand 
the reluctance of the courts to investi- 
gate and prosecute matters and individ- 
uals in state government. Jurisdictional 
arguments and plain buck-passing have 
seemed to paralyze the functions of jus- 
tice as they affect administration of the 
people’s business. 


Let the probe be thorough and let the 
chips fall where they may. Georgia gov- 
ernment for much too long has been op- 
erated as a private agency for politicians 
instead of for the people. It’s time the 
wrongdoers were called to account. 


Georgians will be grateful to Mr. Ca- 
denhead, Mr. Webb and to the Fulton 
County government if it again can be 
established that ours is a government of 
laws and not of and for politicians.

Timidity Won’t Solve 
The Crisis in Lebanon 


Return of U. N. Secretary Dag Ham- 
marskjold from Lebanon still leaves un- 
settled the new Middle East crisis—a 
crisis which could become fully as seri- 
ous as that of Suez. It seems quite ap- 
parent that if Moscow is willing for a 
test of strength there, it will be rough. 


There are indications that President 
Nasser of Egypt would be willing to call 


off the insurrection rather than risk a. 


military showdown with U.S. and U.N. 
forces. Unfortunately it appears to have 
been precipitated by Moscow through 
Syria and Nasser may find himself pow- 
erless to stop it. 


Yesterday the Soviets accused the 
United States and Britain of “interfer- 
ence” in the Lebanese crisis. This hypo- 
critical charge, designed to cover up Rus- 
sian designs on the region, must not dis- 
suade us from meeting the real threat in 
the Middle East—that of Russian domi- 
nation. 


The United States is committed under 
the Eisenhower Doctrine to go to the aid 
of any Middle East country which asks 
protection from Communist aggression. 
This will not be invoked as long as the 
problem in Lebanon can be handled by 
the U.N. But for its own safety and se- 
curity, the United States cannot let Leba- 
non fall to Communist aggression. 


Sen. Talmadge rightly has accused the 
State Department of timidity in the Rus- 
sian attempt at diplomatic blackmail in 
the case of American fliers held in East 
Germany. Timidity in the Middle East 
crisis, however, would be much worse. 
The Russians and President Nasser must 
be made to understand that Lebanon will 
be preserved whatever the cost.

Laxity in Enforcement 
On 4-Lane Is Tragic 


Highway engineers and traffic experts 
agree that law enforcement on the four- 
lane U.S. Highway 41 between Atlanta 
and Marietta leaves much to be desired. 


Cobb County and the State Patrol each 
cite lack of manpower in the failure to 
do a first-class job on the 10-mile stretch 
which has an accident rate six times that 
for the total 403 miles of U.S. Highway 
41 in Georgia. 


True, the State Patrol does not yet 
have sufficient personnel adequately to 
cope with the increased volume of traf- 
fic throughout Georgia. But surely some 
reassignments of troopers could be made 
in order to concentrate on an area with 
such an accident history as the four-iane 
highway. 

Allowing a mere 10 miles of roadway 
to become a death trap through lack of 
patroling is a tragic mistake and an in- 
dictment of all agencies responsible for 
enforcement of traffic laws there.

Whitman’s Special Fund 
Should Be Discontinued 


The State Board of Education long 
ago should have rescinded its 1955 reso- 
lution to pay George P. Whitman Jr. a 
$100 weekly allowance. 

The board at that time based its ac- 
tion on the grounds that Mr. Whitman 
was devoting 60 per cent of his time to 
education. 


Even though he is now chairman of 
the board of education and the State 
School Building Authority, the latter of 
which seldom meets, it is quite doubtful 
that the original reasoning behind the 
resolution is any longer valid. 


Indeed, the action was ill-advised at 
the time. Board’ members appointed by 
the governor are supposed to draw $20 
per day when they meet plus travel and 
expense allowances. No exception should 
be made for Mr. Whitman. 


He stopped drawing the special he 
cation on May 30, 1955, when a dispute 
arose as to whether he also intended to 
draw $30 a day as a legislative aide. 

Since then the amount payable to him 
has climbed to approximately $15,000. By 


the time his term ends in 1962 it ‘would. 


total about $35,000.

Atlantan Urges City To Try Traffic Lights 
Like Ones Used in St. Louis, Kansas City 


Atlanta—I’ve just returned from 
a trip in the Midwest. I visited St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Topeka, 
Wichita, etc. 

I was impressed with the traffic 
signs in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, Mo. 

On the busy intersections in the 
above cities they have traffic 


‘signs which read: 


“Walk” - “Don’t Walk.” 

Of course, the above signs apply 
only to the pedestrians, but those 
signs mean exactly what they 
say. St. Louis is a little more 
strict than Kansas City as I was 
informed that in the former city 
that there was a $10 fine for a 
pedestrian going against either a 
red light or ‘‘Don’t Walk”’ light. 

When the electric signs on all 
corners of an intersection show 
“Walk,” the pedestrians walk in 
all directions — diagonally and 
otherwise — while all traffic is at 
a standstill. 

But when the signs flash ‘Don’t 
Walk,”’ no one walks. This allows 
the motorist to make a right turn 
(when such is permissible) with- 
out fear of hitting a pedestrian. 

I do not own a car, but actually 
I feel sorry for the motorist oe- 
cause regardless of traffic lights 
in our fair city the pedestrian has 
the right of way. 

I neglected to mention the fact 
that such “Walk” and ‘Don’t 
Walk” signs are installed only at 
the most congested intersections 
and they are not in operation at 
all times. 

As an humble pedestrian I have 
one fault to find with a number 
of motorists in our city. They 
should not be allowed to pull up 
and block a crossing, which ne- 
cessitates a pedestrian’s ‘‘jay- 
walking,”

City on Potomac 
Has Many Faces 


WASHINGTON—This is a city with a clear 
identity and no single identity at all. There is 
a first Washington and a second Washington and 


the second is a world away from the first. Though two million people 
live in its metropolitan area, the first Washington is basically a 
Southern town full of quiet, tree-lined streets and shouting children. 


The native accent is a rolling 
mixture of Virginia and Mary- 
land with Virginia considerably 
the stronger. 

This Washington is automatic- 
ally, placidly and indestructibly 
home-town in atmosphere, 

It is a place where third-gen- 
eration housewives use third-gen- 
eration laundries and bakeries 
and would find any change un- 
thinkable. It is a place where high 
school commencements remain 
truly important. It is a place where 
the home-towners will look upon 
the chairman of Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, say, not as one of the 
earth’s most powerful military 
figures but as a nice man who 
does his share toward keeping 
the neighborhood mowed and 
weeded. 

It is one of the worst places 
in the world to try to'set up a 
night club—or a top-flight res- 
taurant. 

People here—all but the thin 
official and diplomatic crust and 
the large transient briefcase and 
hotel population—eat at home. 
They entertain at home. And 
often they know by first name 
the mailman and the trashman. 

In Washington the business of 
government is like a vast rock 
overfilling a very small pond. 
This is a one-industry town—or, 
as its detractors sometimes say, 
a company town. But though 
government is uniquely the busi- 
ness of this town, the people go 
on about their own affairs actual-

From these packed acres to 
those tree-lined streets of the 
first Washington is perhaps 15 
minutes by automobile. But 
across this small space there is 
an infinity of change in mood 
and tone.

Nixon’s in Trouble 


In His Home State 


WASHINGTON—Two events are exerting op- 
posite influences upon the political future of 
Vice President Nixon. His demeanor in South 


America under harassing incidents is increasing his trent, The 


severe setback which his colleague, Sen. William Knowland. 


re- 


ceived in the California primary, is impairing his political stature. 


Nixon is gaining where he 
needs to gain—in personal popu- 
larity. 

He is being hurt where he can 
ill afford to be hurt--in his own 
state. 


Nixon is so far in the lead for 
the 1960 presidential nomination 
that there seems to be only one 
adverse development which could 
cause his party to start looking 
elsewhere. That development 
would be any _ substantial evi- 
dence that, no matter how popu- 
lar in his own party, he couldn’t 
defeat the leading Democratic 
candidates. 

This is the very point at which 
his South American trip has come 
to his aid. 

The fact is that, currently, 
Nixon is showing more national 
strength than at any: time since 
his reelection as vice president. 

The latest series of Gallup polls, 
for example, discloses that for 
the first time Nixon runs ahead 
of both Adlai Stevenson and Sen. 
Estes Kefauver. He leads Steven- 
son 53 to 47 per cent; a year ago 
the percentages were reversed. 
He leads Kefauver 55 to 45 per 
cent; a year and three months 
ago Kefauver led Nixon 52 to 48 


per cent. He has gained six per- 


centage points on Sen. Kennedy in 


rough for Nixon as it was in Lima 
and Caracas. 


His greatest difficulty centers 
in California. 

Here Sen. Knowland finds him- 
self the Republican nominee for 
governor with his Democratic op- 
ponent winning, through the 
double primary, 600,000 more 
votes than he did, and with the 
other California Republican nomi- 
nees faring badly in only slightly 
lesser degree 

While Knowland certainly is 
not conceding things can’t be 
changed by November, .the odds 
now are strongly against him. 
The reasons they hurt Nixon are 
these: 

The vice president is commit- 
ted to Knowland’s election as gov- 
ernor of his home state. If Know- 
land loses, it will be a serious po- 
litical reflection on Nixon. 

Nixon is somewhat handicapped 
in campaigning for Knowland as 
he will have to do and wants to 
do. The senator. is making a state

central issues. Nixon disagrees 
with Knowland on this matter.

Big Hips 
Can Mar 
Style Line 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

The tapered line of the cur- 
rent fashion silhouette makes 
hefty hips an obvious figure 
problem. Specific calisthenics 
to tone the hip-controlling mus- 
cles is the solution. But first, 
let’s answer the query as to why 
the weight goes largely to hips. 

Fat tends to accumulate in 
the least disturbed spots. In 
this sedentary age, hips bear 
the brunt of the lack of exer- 
cise. And, of course, as excess 
pounds are added, the tenden- 
cy is to pad the hip area. 


CHECK WITH DOCTOR 


“What about glands?” you 
may inquire. If you piled on 
an abnormal amount of fat in a 
hurry and gained it all in the 
hip region, it would be wise to 
check with the -doctor, prefer- 
ably a gland specialist. The 
doctor can help you to help 
yourself. 

Walking uphill slims the big 
hip muscles. You can routinely 
slim hips by making ordinary 
movements count. In stair 
climbing, be sure to keep your 
back straight and use your 
thigh muscles to lift the knees. 
Keep hip muscles down and 
under instead of allowing them 
to bustle rearward. Also, in 
picking something off the floor, 
don’t stoop — bend your knees 
and keep those hip muscles 
well under and contracted. 

Now for a couple of specific 
exercises to restore tone to the 
muscles. 

Lying on right side, legs to- 
gether, left leg on top of right. 
Swing left leg briskly forward, 
then swing vigorously rearward 
and h-ol-d the movement on 
the back swing. Holding the 
contraction helps to increase 
muscle tone. Swing the leg for- 
ward again, knee straight, 
swing rearward again... - ome 
hold. 


HOLD SWING 


You might prefer to swing 
through this routine and hold 
on alternate rearward swings. 
Reverse side and swing with 
right leg. 

Finish with a leg circling ex- 
ercise from this same position 
of lying on side. Brace palm of 
hand on floor for support. Raise 
top leg and make wide, slow 
circles, leading with the heel. 
Circle six times in one direc- 
tion, and six in the opposite di- 
rection. Follow this by chang- 
ing sides and circling with the 
opposite leg. Circling brings 
both inner and outer thigh mus- 
cles into the action.

Sometimes I envy the foresters who competently and accurate- 
ly measure the growth of trees by examining the rings within 
their barky trunks.

Five years ago a group of 
mothers in Charlotte, N.C., de- 
cided it was high time parents 
got together and agreed on 
standards. They found that 
from sixth grade on their chil- 
dren were overstimulated, over- 
organized, and in a constant 
state of greenhouse forcing. 

They sensed that their chil- 
dren were confused, bored, and 
far too sophisticated too soon. 
Did their children have to date 
in the sixth grade (they asked 
themselves), wear formal attire 
in the seventh, stay out until 
midnight in the eighth, “go 
steady”’ in the ninth? 


SLIPPED IN STANDARDS 


No parent really wanted this. 
Moreover, they believed they, 
the parents, were responsible. 
They had slipped in their stand- 
ards. Thus the Parent League, 
an organization now spreading 
like wildfire through the coun- 
try, was born and a code of 
conduct, “‘Let’s Agree,” adopted. 

The code sets up rigid limi- 
tations on the social life of chil-

Being a good parent is hard work. It involves 
setting up standards, adhering to them, and realizing 
that the standards are only as good as the parents 


dren from the sixth grade on. 

The sixth grade child, the 
code stipulates, must have a 
balance of leisure, home respon- 
sibility, and some organized ac- 
tivity. ‘Note the “some.”’) Em- 
phasis is to be on sports, scout- 
ing and continued lessons in 
music, art, ballet, etc. Ballroom 
instruction is to be left to later 
years, with square dancing sub- 
stituted. Private parties are to 
be informal, afternoon affairs 
with the boys and girls not dat- 
ing.

CODE FOR ALL AGES 


Thus, year by year the code 
extends through high school (in 
the seventh grade, evening par- 
ties over by 9:30, no social 
dances, no dating, no midweek 
social activities, no trip down- 
town at night without an adult.) 
For children of all ages, the 
code’s specifications include 
these: 

Children want to be at home 
if parents make home activities 
possible.
